MR CLOPTON MAKES IMPORTANT 
AMENDMENTS TO HIS PETITION. 


Trains Which Came In end Depsrted 
From the Union Depot This Morning— 
A Webash Train Arrives From Chi- 
oe co in a Battered Conditiou— Manager 
Gays’ Report of the Situation. 


The Federal officers who sought rest last 
pight after a aay of toll were disturbed 
by a telegram which arrived at mid- 
night. It stated that A. C. Burdack 
boarded a Wabash engine drawing a mail 
train to St. Louis at 10 o’clock last night, 
struck the freman, threw him from the cab 
and forced the engineer to flee. 
This was done, it was alleged, 
with the ald of a mob. Burdack was fore- 
man ofthe Wabash round-house at Moberly 
until his discharge, seven or eight months 
ago. The news from Moberly moved the 
Federal officers to immediate action. As- 
sistant United States District Attorney An- 
thony, who had retired after 10 o*clock, was 
awakened, and brought to his office. 
He set to work drawing up 
informations against the members of the 
Moberly mob. Spaces were left for the in- 
gertion of the names of the defendants. 
When 200 informations had been completed, 
United States Commissioner Crawford was 
awakened at 4 o'clock and summoned to the 
Federal Building. The informations were 
duly filed with him, and he issued a 
corresponding number of warrants. Deputy 
United States marshals are expected from 
Moberly at any moment, and the 
names of the alleged offenders will 
be obtained from them and inserted in the 
warrants. The first information flea and 
warrant issued was for Burda This war- 
rant was giventoa Deputy Marshal. who 
was sent to Moberly this morning. 

A telegram from Moberly was received at 
the Wabash offices this noon announcing 
that all of the leaders in last night's riotous 
demonstration have been arrested. The 
dispatch also reported that two Wabash 
passenger trains, one of which left 
St. Louis yesterday morning, had got 
through Moberly without further molesta- 
tion, and that the yards are rapidly bein 
cleared under protection ofa large force o 
United States deputy marshals. 

Sherif Dameron last night learned thata 
warrant had been issued by Federal author- 
ities here and left Moberly in a huff. He is 
now at hishomein Hentsville and declares 
that ifthe Federal authorities and militia 
wish to take control of the strikers at Mo- 
berly they are at liberty to do so. Before 
leaving he discharged all of the deputies 
whom he had sworn in from among the 
ranks of strikersand also sent a telegram 
to Gov. Stone, withdrawing the declaration 
made yeste morning that he requirea no 
Delp, and informing the Governor that he 
could no longer control the mob. In view of 
this action the warrant will probably not be 
served on him for the present, 

Yesterday General anager Hays of the 
Wabash requested the «Governor to order a 
Getachment of militia to Moberly to protect 
trains from being interfered with. Gov. 
Stone replied that he had directed the 
Adjutant-General and Assistant Attorney- 
General to proceed at once to Moberly to 
investigate tne situation and if their reports 
confirmed the statement made by the rail- 
road officials troops would be in Moberly in- 
side of four bours.

AMENDED HIs PRTITION. 


Mr. Clopton Includes More Roads and

In the United States Oircuit Court to-day 
District Attorney Cloptoa submitted 
an amenament to the petition 
for the omnibus injunction, granted 
yesterday. The amendea petition asked 
that the Kansas City, Ft. 
Scott * Gulf be adaed to the 
list of roads, which the strikers are enjoined 
not to molest, and that over 180 names 
be added to the roll of strikers, to whom the 
order is addressed. The additional defendants 
include nine who were emploses of the 
Ft. cott & Gut, The others are striking 
Wabash employes, residing mostly at Mo- 


beriy.

Every 
window pane was broken and the sides were 
all scarred and dented where the infuriated 
strikers had huried stones upon it. Quite a 
number of went over to look at it, 
and everyone congratulated themselves that 
they were not passengers on it when it went 


through the storm. It isthe first evideace 
of violence that St. Louis has seen.

The same quiet pervaded the Union Depot 
this morning that has characterized the 
whole strike in S8t. Louis since it was 
inaugurated. The police were stroll- 
ing about, occasionally fasking one 
of the United States Marshals to move 
on only to receive a set-back by a display of 
their official badges. No strikers were 
to be seen except an occasional one 


whe appeared for a few minutes to get 
a line on the situation. A few strikers stovd 
on the Twelfth, Fourteenth and Eighteenth 
street bridges watching operations 
in the yards, but they were entirely 


ceful. As yet there has not 
Boon the slightest dis 


sition on their part 
to cause trouble, nor does there seem to be 


any promise thatthe law will be violated in 
apy respect. 

e strikers lost a little ground this morn- 
ing in the passenger situation. All the 
Frisco trains arrived and departed on time. 
The Texas and Colorado mail about 
which there was so much trouble yesterday 
morning, and wbich did not get out until 3 
o’cloek 11 afternoon, left 
on time. he Iron Mountain’s condition 
was also improved. The Texas special 
which was annulled yesterday got in to-day 
at 8:20 only aoe minutes late. he Memphis 
special and California express were also in 
oh time. All trains departed on time. 

The Chicago & Alton sent out their Chicago 
Express, Kansas City Mail and Alton Express 
on time. The Chicago Limited, how- 
ever, did not attempt to make it. 
The incoming trains were the Kansas 
City mail thirty minutes late, the Alton ex- 
press on time, the Jacksonville aceommoda- 
tion ontime.

A Movement Centemplated That May 
Crush the Mebs. 


Ces. III., July 9.—The Federal au- 
thorities have determiBed upon a decided 
movement against the Strikers, which may 
result in the United States troops fring upon 
the mobs. United States Marshal Arnold 
and Gen, Miles had a cupsultation 
at the military headquarters and it 
was decided to send troops to all 
the roads which are tied up and clear the 
yards and tracks. The plan decided upon is 
to send one company of United States troops 
to each of the depots, along with forty depu- 
ty marshals. A train will then be started on 
each of the roads, andthe militia and mar- 
shals will clear the yardsand tracks of the 
crowds. The soldiers will have orders to 
fire upon anyone who disobeys the order to 
leave the railroad property. Marshal 
Arnold, after the conference with Gen. 
Miles, returned to his office in the Govern- 
ment building and issued orders for the 
massing of the deputies at the depots. The 
armed trains will start on the Rock Island, 
Lake Shore, Lilinois Central and on other 
roads whose trains bave been held upand 
stopped by mobs. 

„We have decided to clear the yards, 
said Marshal Arnold, ‘‘and it will be done at 
any cost. The sol@jers will have orders to 
fire ifthe crowds 4G0not disperse. The mai 
trains must be started and if they are not 
allowed to run there will be serious trouble 
this afternoon, Phe Government troops 
will stand no nonsense, for their orders are 
explieit.’’ 0 3 

The Marshal said the trains would start as 
soon as the railroads can make the necessary 
arrangements and the troops and marshals 
can be gotten to the starting points. 

ON THE LAKE FROFT. 

On the lake front is a campof regulars, 
with pitehed tents and stacked arms and 
patrolling sentries. Surrounding the Post- 
office is asmaller camp witha half dosen 
tents and a threatening patrol. Detach- 
ments of troops are marching and artillery 
and cavalry moving constantly. 

A large number of factories have been 
closed owing to lack of coal and inability to 
ship goods and this has thrown a vast horde 
of employes on the streets to swell the 
crowds and increase the disorder. Every one 
is under severe nervous tension and expect- 
ing bloodshed at any moment. 

To-day the mob was up and at its work 
brightandeariy. In some places they be- 
gan the attack at So’clock. No trains are 
running on the Baltimore & Ohio north of 
South Chicago. The company expects to 
send out this afternoon from South Chicago 
a special train carrying teachers destined for 
Asbury Part. 

Those from the West who expect to go over 
the B. &0O. win de taken around on the E- 
gin Joliet 4 Eastern Belt line, while those 
going from the city will be taken out on 
cable and eleyated trains. 

One train on the Chicago & Alton road, due 
last night, reached the depot this morning. 
No other trains came in and none went out. 
The Panhandle is completely tied up. *

„1 Rave enough to attend to here in 
Chieago,’’ said Mr. Debs, and do not ex- 
pect to leave the city. It 16 probable that a 
call will be made for the members of the | 
Knights of Labor order toquitwork. The 
order is strong in the East, and a general 
call for the men to quit work will makea 
material extension of the strike. 

he order for the Knights to [strike wiil 
probably be a joint one, signed by Ar. 
Sovereign and myself. The members of the 
order will be called out in the West as well as 
in the East.’’ 

Mr. Sovereign admitted this morning that 
the strike order would probably be issued. 
He said that be had telegraphed to the mem- 
bers of the Executive Board and expected to 
hear from them before he went into the 
conference with Mr. Debs. With reference to 
the situation, Mr. Sovereign said: ‘‘I have 
been to the stock yards, and have come to 
the conclusion that it is unfortanate for the 
American Rallvay Union that there are s0 


many hoodiums in Chicago. Itisthis ele- 
ment that is destroying property. To me 
it will prove that the union gers are not in 
favor of violence.’’ * 

The fact that the unions generally have 
signified a willingness te strike has led to the 
inference that Messrs. bs and Sovereign 
may issue a request tor a general strike out- 
side of the Knights of Labor. 

STROKE. 


ANOTHER MASTER 


Elevated and Street Railway Men on the 
South Side May Strike. 


Ca1caGco, July 7.—Debs has decided upon 
another of his masterstrokes to show the 
people of Chicago his power. This morning 
he sent word to the labor organizations 
on the West, North and south 
Side street railways and on the elevated 
roads to bein readiness to walk out Monday 
night. By tying up the city’s means of 
transit he expects to arouse the sympathy of 
the public and force public opinion. 

The first step in inaugurating the general 
strike advised by the Building and Trades 
Council was taken to-day when all the steam- 
fitters employed at ali the stock 
yards, packing-houses, except Fowl- 
er’s, went oat. The steamftters 
constitute one of the strongest branches of 
the Bullding Trades’ Alliance. Those who 
struck went to Uhlich’s Hall and had a con- 
ference with President Debs. He assured 
them they would be given all the aid pos- 
sible. 


FIRING CARS. 


The Meb’s Werk in the Chicage & 
Nertherm Pacific Yards. 


CuicaGco, III., July 7.—At 11 o’clock this 
morning it was reported thata mob was fir- 
ing cars, aud other property on the Chicago & 
Northern Pacific Rallroad near the western 
city limits. Five companies of United States 
troops from the lake front were at once 
ordered to the Grand Central Depot to take a 
train to the scene of the trouble. The troops 
were marching through the streets within 
ten minutes after the call. 

Serious rioting was reported about 11 a.

A LIFE IN His HANDS, 


An Old Soldier ofthe Frened Army Whose 
Humanity Was Touched. 


From the Pittebarg Dispatch. 

A story hat late been told by an old sol- 
dier of the French army as a souvenir ot the 
Crimean war. It is one of the few incidents 
of the war which would dear relating 
at the recent festivals in France in 
honor of the revisiting Russian naval 
officers and seamen—now the firm 
allies of the French. In qne of the attacks 
ofthe French left upon the Russians in the 
neighborhood of Sebastopol, the retrest was 
sounded on both sides and the Russians re- 
tired to their fortress, the French to their 
trenches. On the way a French sergeant of 
the line encountered alone a4 Russian zer- 

eant, also alone, The two men were face 

0 face, and enemies. 

Their guns were empty. Simultaneously 
they took cartridges from their pouches and 
dean to load, metiodically,like weil-drilied 
soldiers, but as swiftly as possible.

The former he parts with for the highest at- 
tainable prices ip a market largely con- 
trolled by Dimself,and the latter he pur- 


chases atthe lowest possible figure in the 
open market. This is strictly business and 
Mr. Pullman, Being a business man like 
other employers, took advantage of the 
artificially overcrowded labor market and 
reduced the Wages of his employes. 

The employes refused to accept his ulti- 
matum aud quit work. And they had a right 
soto do. Moreover, all others who sym- 
pathize with them and are willing to give 
them moral and financtal support, or who 
desire to oor, them by other means, even to 
the extent of striking out of sympathy, may 
properly do so. 

But when itcomes to ns ao innocent 
babes of milk, their parents and others of 
the necessaries of life and manufacturers of 
indispensable raw material; when men are 
interfered with and denied the natural right 
to sustain their lives at such terms as they 
are willing toaccept, then it is oneofthe 
functions of society—Government you will 
— protect itself and its individual mem- 

ers. 

Kvery man who is willing to work has a 
right to work, and this means that the right 
to work is equal: therefore, no man has a 
right to prevent others from going to work. 

By violating the right of others the strikers 
violate their own right to work, and the 
sooner they comprehend this and act ac- 
cordingly the better forlabor. The right to 
work must and will be protected, and to pre- 
vent history from repeating itself every 
century or so, the strikers will Go well by 
promptly settling the strike. 

If workingmen want to abolish present 
social conditions, if they want to do awa 
with legalized robbery in all its — rt 
they beifeve in equal rights for all and 
special privileges to none, let them vote for 
principie and not for men They are the 
Majority and they can change or abolish any 
or all laws. More than enough bullets have 
been fired. At the next election let the 
voters use Dallots and note contrast.

SUITS WHICH MAY GROW OUT OF A BAD 
PRAOTIOE. 
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Collector Ziegenhein Permitted Brewers 
to Pay Saloon Licenses for Oustomers. 

„ Who Were Onarwed Extra for Their 
Beer Until Amount Was Made Up-: 
Is Mow Alleged That Through the 
Saloon Men's Ignorance in Keeping 
Accounts They Paid the Brewers More 
Than the Latter Were Entitled to— 
Walker's Stand in the Zeigenhein 
Prosecution. 


Tt is well known that a large proportion of 
the saloons are owned and controlled by the 
Drewers and that the alleged proprietors 
are, in fact, merely agents working on com- 
mission. Some of these agents are well 
paid, because the stands they occupy are 
popular; while others lead the lives of 
starvelings and slaves, remaining in busi- 
ness because they can see no way to ge 
out. Under the old law, when the Collector 
issued the licenses and collected therefor, 
the transactions with the city for these sa- 
loons were conducted entirely dy the 
Drewer. He notified the Collector that 
@ saloon was to start, furnished the name of 
the nominal proprietor and guaranteed the 
payment of license for six months, or such 
part thereof as remained of the Vollector’s 
half-year. Frequently the brewer kept a 
check to cover the cost of such licenses as 
he might issue; but in other cases he 
himeelf secured a ‘‘stand-off.’' In the latter 
cases, when the Collector needed money, he 
notified the brewer to make good his guar- 
antees,and when the brewer had done so 
the Collector turned over to him the license 
made out in the name of the saloon-Keeping 
agent. The latter was thus free to do busi- 
ness without being personally Known to the 
Collector as a licensee. 

CHARGED HIGH RATES FOR BEER. 

Out of this situation have grown some 
queer conditions. The saloonkeeper who 
did business on this basis was charged 25 per 
cent more than the cash market price for

Al- 
ready Chief Harrigan has received several 
charges against Burke from people who are 
affiliated with the gambling element, and 
upon investigation has ascertained that 
there was no foundation whatever for the 

It is believed by 
the ice that the alleged eonspiracy against 
Burke was put into execution in the Court of 
Criminal Correction yesterday to injure 
Burke and furnish some grounds forthe dis- 
charge of the defendant.

There can be no quéstion of the duty of 
the House in dealing with the tariff bill 
which the Senate has returned to the 
Speaker’s table.

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THE ATTORNEY-GERNERAL’S WORK. 


Gov. Stone has done his part under the 
law towards securing an efficient prosecu- 
tion of the Ziegenhein-Ungar case. He 
has directed Atty.-Gen. Walker to aid the 
Circuit Attorney. 

What will the Attorney-General do with 
the responsibility thrust upon him? His 
utterances indicate that he views his part 
in the work as secondary and unim- 
portant. He has expressed his inten- 
tion to occupy a subordinate place to 
the clerk and appointee of Circuit Attor- 
ney Zachritz. He apparently. leaves the 
way open for Circuit Attorney Zachritz, 
whose standing aside is demanded by 
ordinary considerations of decency, to in- 
terfere at any time to carry out any pur- 
pose in defeat of justice or for the protec- 
tion of his avowed friend, the accused. 

The Post-DisPpAtcH does not believe 
that this view of the Attorney-General’s 
function under the Governor’s direction 
is warranted under the law or is a proper 
view of the place and power of the Attor- 
ney-General in the administration of jus- 
tice. The Attorney-General can find am- 
ple warrant for interposition under the 
Governor’s order which will be effectual 
for the vindication of law and the preven- 
tion of any defeat of justice. 

The importance of this case, the great 
interests of city and State at stake and the 
peculiar situation in the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s office justify the most energetic 
action on the part of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral. Not only should he assert the full 
privilege of his office to supervise the 
case, but in view of his own manifold 
duties and the labor devolving on Mr. 
Bishop it would be a wise act to employ 
eminent special counsel to represent him. 
The case should be in the hands of coun- 
sel who will not only add a strong force of 
skill to the prosecution, but will be able 
to give it the time and attention it de- 
serves. - 

This counsel should be called in at once 
so that the State will bedully prepared not 
alone to deal with the present case, but 
with all developments of the Grand-jury 
investigation, and to utilize evidence 
brought out by the proposed civil suits for 
the recovery of unpaid license taxes.

A DANGEROUS POWER. 

The effect of the omnibus injunction 
issued by Judge Thayer, following the 
action of Judges Grosscup and Woods at 
Chicago, is to vastly increase the 
scope of the court’s power in dealing with 
offenders under the anti-conspiracy law. 

The law specifically provides for the 
issuance of injunctions against parties 
charged with conspiracy. That process 
is within the power of a court of equity in 
all cases where justice demands it. But 
this omnibus injunction goes beyond the 
ordinary use of the process. Its scope is 
not limited to parties in the suit charged 
with conspiracy, but it is a general man- 
date directed to all the people. 

Under this injunction the Court may 
punish all who disobey its order by sum- 
mary process for contempt without right 
of hearing, trial or appeal. 

It is, gin effect, an imperial ukase di- 
rected tothe Tele Ae ese people which 
subjects all who disobey it to summary 
imprisonment at the pleasure of the’ Court 
without relief or recourse. The citizen 
who falls under the ban is deprived of the 
right of free speech, of trial by jury, of 
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executive in arrests at the discre-

The decrees of the court must be en- 
forced by the arm ot authority. The laws 
must be vindicated and peace preserved. 
But when lawlesaness has been put down 
and the present troubies settled the coun- 
try will have to deal with several impor- 
tant developments arising from this 
strike, chief among which are 
the relations of the Government 
to railroad transportation, the encroach- 
ment of Federal authority on State govern- 
ment and the usurpation of despotic pow- 
ers by the federal judiciary.

all i cherished muniments of American 
liberty and justice is dangerous in any 
branch of our Government, and especially 
liable to the most atrocious abuse in the 
hands of judges — for life.

It is not long since the cats of New Y ork 
were placed by law in care of the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. 
Every cat now wears a collar and let him 
who dares molest Thomas or Maria. 

But has this beautiful humanity soft- 
ened the cat toward any other creature? 
Are its morals or its manners mended in 
the least? Candor compels an emphatic 
negative to this natural and important 
query. 

Mr. Minzesheimer, a worthy resident of 
the metropolis, perhaps trusting that the 
enactment of the Legislature had wrought 
a change in the feline heart, hung his 
three canary cages on the fire escape that 
his birds might get the fresh air and sun- 
light.

Justice had only heard his 
pistol shot; she was blind to the canaries 
and deaf to the yeow-wows. 

Some day the S. P. C. A. may turn its 
attention tothe prevention of cruelty to 
canaries. Should this happen, Mr. 
Minzesheimer will be vindicated, though 
he will never get back his ‘‘gun’’ or his 
money.

She simp 
wanted to tell me that the Governor was 111 
and would not beable to Keep his appoint- 
ment. I went to Plammerviile aud 1 got out 
alive, but I would not go there avain under 
similar circumstances for a king’s ransom. 
When I got back to Little Rock I found Gov. 
Kagle had been hard at wort ali day, having 
recovered r his illness as soon asi went 
tothetrain. I joked a little with him for 
breaking his engagement with me, but I 
Gian’t blame hima bit. If he lad gone with 
me that morning I should have thought he 
needed a guardianto keep him from having 
his throat cut.

Timepiece in a Stud. 


Theodore C. Rohrer of Newcastle, Pa., 
has constructed one of the most ingenious 
pieces of miniature mechanism tobe found 


in the world. 
This consists of three gold studs, in one of 


which is a diminative watch which 8 
most excellent time. The combined weight 
of the three studs—which are all connected 
1 by a strip of silver metal 
which passes on the inside of 
the shirt bosom—is only one ounee and 
a half. The stud in which is contained the 
watch has a base about as large as a 3-cent 
plece, and with its surroundings of gold 
presents much the appearance of a very 
diminutive mariner’s compass. When the 
studs are on the shirt bosom they are about 
twoinoches apart. By revolvingthe upper 
one—in much the same manner as a stem- 
winding watch is wouna—the little timepiece 
is wound up for action.

Chitago in its strong fetters, and last 

t trale was more fully paralysed than 
at any time since the inception of the tie-up. 

Comparatively few roads are running out 
ofthe city, while freight traffic is completely 
paralyzed. Several of the Western and 
Northwestern Trunk lines are running trains 
intermittently, while those running East, 
Southeast and South are virtually dead. 

The Dearborn Street Station last night was 
closed to traffic and practically deserted, the 
roads running out of the station being com- 
pletely at the mercy of the strikers. The 
Michigan Central was forced to abandon all 
trains and it is doubtful if any will be 
run for several days. The Illinois Central is 
inthe same fx. The Rock Isiand and Lake 
Shore & Michigan Southern lines are com- 
pletely tied up, their tracks having been 
Dlockaded by wrecked cars strewn along 
miles of the lines by the mob, which for two 
Gays bas had possession of the territory 
traversed by the tracks. ‘The Chicago & Alton 
road is running oceasional trains at this 
end ofthe line but is biockaded at Kansas 
City and intermediate tpoints. The Chicago, 
Barlington & Quincy system alone is doing a 
comparatively uninterrupted business, 
Suburban traffic remains in a complete state 
of asphyxiation, and there is no immediate 
prospect of resumption. 

Freight traffic is absolutely at a standstill. 
With the exception of an occasional car or 
two moved by the ald of the militia, not a 
wheel is turning. Such is the situation this 


morning.

truth. Once he despised men and held 
women in light esteem, as mere toys for the 
amusement of the hour when other enjoy- 
ments palled on the senses; Ne has learned 
that woman is man’s equal in all that is no- 
ble and progressive, and his superior in 
those things which elevate the moral nature 
above the mental and physical. Naturally 
you expect him to speak in the tongue of the 
ancient Greeks, but there is a common lan- 
guage in the spirit world not labially ex- 
pressed.

Theodorus 
slew the captain of every craft owned by him 
that did not bring large returns from robber-~ 
ies at sea. He cut the throat of his father and 
sold his wife and daughters into slavery, 
and yet he was the leader of a prominent and 
much respected sect of philosophers. He 
denied all the gods, pronounced human 
laws an attack upon liberty, and declared it 
no crime to follow the {nclinations whitherso- 
ever they might lead. ‘I was not born to do 
the will of any but myself, said he, ‘and I 
submit to no master among men. If there 
are gods, let them come and vanquish Theo- 
dorus.’ 

„His position was such that numerous 
things he did, which would have been con- 
demned in almost any other, became the 
fashion and were imitated by thousands of 
young men and women,

Condition of Cattle 
Agricultural Department. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., July 7.—The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture will soon adopt some 
Gistinctive design to designate the condi- 
tion of meatsifrom cattle slaughtered for in- 
terstate and foreign commerce. Complaints 
have reached the Department recently to the 


effect that dealers in towns and cities of the 
States where cattle are slaughtered sell meat 
that has been condemned by the Government 
Inspectors. The ; rnmenat’s general 
— sdiction only extends to meats intended 
jor consumption outside the State, and it is 
powerless to prevent the sale locally os con- 
demned fiesh. The prevention of the sale of 
this Kind of goods Is left entirely to tne local 
authorities, and any failure to execute the 
law is dus to them. Before issuing licenses 
to engage in the abbatoir businessthe De- 
partmeat of Agriculture requires persons ap- 
plying therefor to pledge themselves to send 
to the rendering house all meat condemned, 

utthbe carrying outof the agreement de- 
dende entirely upon the honesty of the pro- 
prietors of the abbatoir. 

Dr. Salmon, the Chief of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry, is now in Chicago confer- 
ring with the local authorities regarding a 
more rigid enforcement of the inspection 
laws. The tag now attached to inspected 
Meat indicates whether it has been ap- 
proved or condemned. It will probably be 
modified by providing ashinin«w gilt tag, to 
be attached to meat that has been inspectea 
and approved, and a green tag to be attached 
to meat inspected and condemned.
